Instead, he selects 
certain features for emphasis, 
combining them to achieve a 
pleasing form which suits the 
stone,

The first step-is to obtain the 
material. Quality stone is some- 
times hard to find in the Midwest 


_because of the geographical con- 


ditions. The stone is soft and dif- 
ficult to work with. 

“Next I get the idea, then 
sketch a front, side and back 
profile to fit the block of stone.’ 


Four processes‘of cutting and 
finishing the stone to the desired 
form begin with the roughing 
eutting with heavy chisels, then 
refining with fine chisels. Next is 
smoothing with files and rasps. 
The last process is finishing with 
fine ‘sandpaper and powdered 
acid.

Soon to Be Added at OU 


' Plans were announced last 
week by President Milo Bai) for 
the expansion of the engineering 
department. The expansion will 
come in the form of a degree in 
Civil Engineering. A total of 145 
credit hours will be required for 
the degree. 

At the present time, Omaha 
University students - desiring such 
a degree may take the first two 
or three years here and then go 
somewhere else to finish up their 
requirements. 

Dr, Bail said that the new de- 
gree would in part fill Omaha’s 
demand for more civil engineers 
and at the same time those grad- 
uating with the degree would be 
eligible for full membership in 
professional organizations. 


Sylvester Williams, head of the | 


engineering department, said, 
“right now we are. teaching all 
those basic required courses for 
the degree, but we are unable to 
teach the lab courses required.” 
This encolves about 9 or 10 
credit hours. 


He added, “with the complet 


tion of the new addition to the 
Applied Arts Building we will 
be able to teach the courses we 
now lack. Basically, these courses 
deal with the testing of material~ 
for building like concrete, earth 
and the structure of steel. ‘ 

Along with the addition of a 
new degree will come the addi- 
tion of one of two full time and 
possibly one part time instructor 
to the engineering department, 
This will make the department 
the largest it has ever been at 
the University, 

Mr, Williams said, “the need 
for civil engineerg is growing 
every day and will continue to 
increase in the future, This bey 
ing due to our ever-increasing* 
population." 

Civil engineers are those men 
responsible for today’s modern 
transportation systems which in- 
cludes the layout and building 
of roads and airports. Another 
big demand for C.E. comes from 
cities who need their services to 
design sanitary sewage disposal 
systems,

. serve of energy and ideas. 


Dr. Payne has’ been it OU 


: . Since it opened its doors as a mu- 
e nicipal university in 1931. 


He is not only the chairman 
of the humanities department— 
he is also the founder. 

Courses. Unique 

His philosophy and humanities 
courses—like Dr. Payne himself 
—are unique. 

Dr. Payne doesn’t use text- 
books. His students read the ori- 
ginal source of what is being 
studied. Dr.

says about it. n? 

Dr. 
motto is advancement. Therefore 
his courses are constructed and 
adapted for OU students. Two 
of the courses which he is cur- 
rently teaching were’ originated 
not more than five years ago. 


Dr, Wilfred Payne. 


Divisional Method 
Dr. Payne is also responsible 
for the divisional method of 
teaching humanities used at OU. 
He adopted this method while 
it was still in its infant stages. 
OU was the fourth university 
in the United States to use this 
method, The humanities depart- 
ment is the only department on 

campus using this method. 
Dr, Payne explained that he 


adopted this method because it, 
“allows the material presented ~ 


by a course to be integrated into 
a whole.” In humanities the 


-painting, architecture, literature, 


philosophy and music of a so- 
ciety are presented to give stu- 
dents an overall picture of the 
society. 
Individual Instruction 

Stilt another unique aspect of 
the humanities course are the 
tutors. Each humanities student 


“meets weekly with a tutor for a — 


private one-hour session. - 

The humanities department is 
the only one on campus which 
offers individual instruction. This 
too, was one of Dr, Payne's ideas. 

’ Although Dr. Payne no longer 
tutors, he smiled as he recalled 
the days when he tutored stu- 
dents beside the fireplace in the 
old. building. 

“Never Uses Notes 

Another remarkable facet of 
Dr. Payne is his complete mas- 
tery of his field. He never uses 


' notes for lecturing. 


And indeed Dr. Payne does di- 
gress! 
many famous personalities and 
when the name of one of these 
persons arises in class, Dr. Payne 
often finds himself telling the 
students what this person’ “is 
really liké.” 

Students also remember Dr, 
Payne for, his humor, although 
a. student once said: “Payne's

What is'the reponse to Ameri- 
can athletes in England? 

“Tremendous” was the word 
used by University of Omaha 
Coach Ernie Gorr to describe the 
feeling of the British people to- 
ward four of the top track men 
from .the United States. .-. 

Mr. Gorr has just returned 
from London, England where he 
was the'team leader for’ the 
four-man track team that com- 
peted against’ five other coun- 
tries last weekend. The countries 
were: Finland, France, Great 
Britain, Eire, Poland, and the 
US.” 

The purpose of the meet was’ to 
acquaint the British people with 
how indoor track meets are held. 

The meet was the first of its 
kind since before World War II 
and opened the new indoor 
track in the Empire Pool and 
Sports Arena at Wembley, which 
is just outside of London. 

The twelve lap track was laid 
out over an ice rink which ac- 


cording to Coach Gorr compared. 


to the Ak-Sar-Ben Coliseum in 
size. It holds around eight thou- 
sand people.
